After two months of fact finding, 
negotiations and discussion, the 
Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners made the decision 
to give County Prosecutor John B. 
Huss a raise, from $50,000 annually 
to $82,000, in return for his full time 
services to the County on a one-year 
trial basis. 

“J’m the one taking the risk here,” 
said Huss. “I will have to close my 
private practice to go full time for 


the County and increase revenues. 
But, things can’t go on the way they 
are.” 

Huss was referring to the heavy 
load being placed on his office since 
the courts were unified and the 
chance he is taking financially if he 
is not re-elected this November. He 
would be left without his private 
practice to fall back on. “I will lose 
my clientele and even my phone 
number. I would have to start all 
over again if this doesn’t work out. 
But, I’m confident it will.” 


Huss goes full time; gets more room, more help and pay raise 


During regular meetings, as well 
as Personnel Committee meetings, 
the County Board spent many hours 
in discussion with Huss and 
Controller Paul Compo before mak- 
ing their decision. Each discussion 
ended with the realization that the 
Prosecutor’s office was in need of 
full time attendance in order to 
properly. serve the citizens of 
Crawford County. Huss said he is 
already in court five-days-a-week 
for the County.

Joint effort saves life, helps female fox return to wild

When a female fox was recently 
found comatose and seizing in a 
Crawford County forest, her mate 
watching over her, a joint effort 
between local residents and vets 
from an area animal hospital quickly 
nursed the animal back to health. A 
couple days later, when the fox was 
returned to the forest, its mate was 
waiting for her in the same spot, and 
they were reunited. 

Jody Barthlow of Maple Forest, a 
state and federally permitted wildlife 
rehabber who helps animals on a 
volunteer basis, worked with vets 
from the Grayling Animal Hospital 
to care for the sick fox. 

The animal was discovered by 
area resident Kelly Kirk in the 
woods near the Hawk Hill Horse 
Farm, Barthlow said. The fox was 
“comatose and seizing.” 

Kirk contacted Barthlow, who

caged the animal and took it to the 
Grayling Hospital for Animals the 
next day. 

The vets tested the animal’s blood 
and checked for toxicity. Barthlow 
said the fox’s illness may or may not 
have been caused by poison, but the 
Department of Natural Resources is 
investigating the matter. 

Vets cared for the fox and rehy- 
drated the animal. 

“It’s a tremendous help having the 
vets help with this,” said Barthlow. 
“They don’t have to take wildlife.” 

When Barthlow took the fox back 
to where Kirk had found it, its mate 
was, amazingly, waiting there for her 
return, and the two animals scam- 
pered off into the forest together. 

Barthlow, who has been working 
as a volunteer animal rehabber for 
about two years, finds the work very 
rewarding. 

“Animals belong to all of us,” she 
said. “Wildlife is for everyone.”

Barthlow lives on 10 acres of land 
in Maple Forest Township, where 
she has a 10X1OX10-foot cage for 
raccoons and about 20 other smaller 
cages of various sizes, which she 
uses in her animal rehab work.

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Ex-Road Board members file 
suit against County Board 


® Swiercz, Nelson say 
County wrongfully 
dismissed them, violated 
Open Meetings Act

Attorneys representing former 
road commissioners Raymond 
Swiercz and Robert Nelson have 
filed a lawsuit against the Crawford 
County Board of Commissioners for 
wrongful dismissal from their 
appointed positions on the Road 
Commission for Crawford County. 

The County Board, by unanimous 
vote, removed the pair after two 
days of hearings, January 12 and 13, 
for violations of the Open Meetings 
Act. Attorneys Frank D. Eaman and 
Steven J. Grobbel of Bellanca, 
Beattie and Delisle, PC. out of 
Harper Woods filed the suit on 
January 18 on behalf of the plain- 
tiffs. 

Count I of the complaint states 
Swiercz and Nelson were not grant- 
ed due process rights because: 

a) the County Board was “not fair 
and impartial because they had pre- 
judged their guilt because of prior 
participation as accuser, investiga- 
tor, fact finder and decision maker, 
and some other commissioners 
maintained a bias against the plain- 
tiffs because of actions of the plain- 
tiffs that were not the subject of the 
‘charges filed;’ (The suit does not 
describe the prior participation or 
actions in any detail whatsoever.) 

b) “The Board of Commissioners 
refused to consider whether its 
members should be disqualified 
because they were not fair and 
impartial;” 

c) “The resolution of the Board of 
Commissioners that found evidence 
supporting the charges against the 
plaintiffs made a finding on a matter 
that was not charged against the 
plaintiffs: namely, that the plaintiffs 
failed to follow proper procedures to 
open and close Road Commission 
meetings;” 

d) “The Board of Commissioners 
also based their findings on an accu- 
sation that the plaintiffs had not 
changed procedures for opening and 
closing Road Commission meetings 
after the meetings that were the sub- 
ject of the charges; this accusation 


— 


was not charged and is untrue. pr. 
cedures for opening and closing 
Road Commission meetings have 
been changed.” 

As evidence of the change of pro- 
cedure by the Road Board, the com- 
plaint refers to an affidavit given by 
Managing Director Donald A. 
Babcock. The affidavit, dated 
January 18, states. “To the best of 
my knowledge the Road 
Commission is in full compliance 
with the Open Meetings Act, and has 
been since I took over as Managing 
Director in December of 1998.” 

Count I also states the evidence 
produced at the hearing failed to 
show that the road commissioners 
were incompetent, guilty of official 
misconduct or habitual or willful 
negiect of duty, or that any actions 
by Swiercz and Nelson were suffi- 
cient cause for removal. The com- 
plaint sites as reasons: the withdraw- 
al of the April 6, 1998 violation and 
the claim that meetings on May 6, 
June 1 and 24, August 12 and 
December 3, 1998 were held in 
closed session because they were 
union negotiation and were being 
conducted in the place of the Road 
Commission manager. 

Swiercz and Nelson also claim the 
November 10. 1998 meeting was 
required by state law to be a confi- 
dential negotiation session and 
could not be conducted as an open 
meeting. and the November 20. 
1998 meeting was not held for the 
purpose of deliberation or decision, 
but a social gathering to meet an 
applicant. In addition, the former 
road commissioners state, “The 


the actions of the Commissioners 
were not willful; if there were no 
willful violations, there is no cause 
for removal.” 

Count I concludes with the claim 
that the County Board was outside 
the 180-day statute of limitations for 
legal action against Swiercz and 
Nelson for violations of the Open 
Meetings Act, were themselves in 
violation of the Act because the 
Board deliberated in closed session 
regarding the removal of the road 
commissioners and asked the court 
to reinstate them through an Order 
of Superintending Control “together

Lansing keeps 517, north central Michigan gets new area code 


Michigan’s 517 area code, which 
covers central and northern parts of 
the state, will receive the new 989 
area code as part of the geographic 
split plan, according to the 
Communications Industry Services 
(CIS) group of Lockheed Martin 
which serves as the North American 
Numbering Plan Administration 
(NANPA). 

Michigan’s north central area, 
which includes Saginaw, Midland, 
Bay City, Mount Pleasant and 
Alpena, will receive the 989 area 
code, while customers in the south 
central/Lansing area will retain the 
517 area code. 

"Once the new 989 area code is 
‘implemented — in August 2000 - 
calls made between the 517 and 989 
will require dialing 10 digits or “1” 
plus 10 digits. Service providers will 
educate their customers to their dial- 
ing pattern. However, the introduc- 
tion of the 989 area code will not 
affect the price of telephone calls. 
Local calls will remain local calls, 
regardless of the area code dialed. 

To introduce the new 989 area 
code, an “optional dialing” period

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New DNR rule unfair 
to young anglers 


To the editor, 

1 own a cabin on the Manistee 
River approximately three miles 
downstream from M-72. This cabin 
has been in our family since 1938. 
I love this cabin and part of this 
emotional attraction is that my 
grandfather took me to this cabin 
when I was a boy and together we 
fished on the Manistee River. I am 
Now retired and spend a great deal 
of time on the water fishing. 

This passion for fishing started 
on the Manistee River. I also have 
13 grandchildren and another one 
is on the way. A number of my 
grandchildren have, in the past, 
fished with me near and around the 
cabin on the Manistee River. They 
love it and are looking forward to 
years of fun and fishing with their 
grandfather and their dad. So am I. 

I just received an annual bulletin 
from the Upper Manistee River 
Association with the following 
information: 

“Effective April 1, 2000, the area 
on the Upper Manistee River from 
M-72 to the CCC Bridge will be 
managed as a Type VI stream. Type 
VI streams will be open year round 
with a two-fish daily bag limit dur- 
ing the traditional trout season. 
Tackie will be restricted to flies 
only. Minimum sizes will be ten 


inches for brook trout and 15 inch- 
es for brown and rainbow trout.” 

Tam nota fly fisherman but will 
manage with the above regulation. 
But how about the kids? When and 
where are they to fish? They do not 
fish with flies and just how many 
brook trout are over ten inches 
jong? Not many. 

As a result of this new regula- 
tion, the kids can’t throw that worm 
or crawler in the water anymore in 
the above portion of the Manistee 
River and hope that they will get 
that strike from that big trout that 
has been hiding under the log. 

How are they ever going to 
develop this love and passion for 
the Manistee River and fishing on 
the river if they can’t fish there any 
longer? Did the people who came 
up with this regulation ever fish as 
children? 

I hope the above regulation is 
changed soon. Let's let the kids fish 
with worms, crawlers and spinners 
and for them, reduce the size of the 
brook trout to eight inches. Let’s 
make our youngsters feel that they 
are important and most of all, let’s 
let them develop that love of the 
outdoors, the river and fishing for 
trout!

& soft money 


Mergers and new technologies in 
the communications, computer, and 
related sectors have made the U.S. 
suit against Microsoft obsolete. 

The settlement between 
Microsoft and Caldera Company in 
Utah, which developed a compet- 
ing computer operating system. 
demonstrates that the Justice

may not mirror those of consumers 
or even competing firms. 

At almost the same time this case 
is being settled by the parties out of 
court and with minimal damage to 
the companies or the U.S. econo- 
my, the Justice Department appar- 
ently plants a story that it seeks the 
radical remedy of breaking up 
Microsoft in its own litigation. 

Note the recent merger between 
America Online and ‘Time-Warner 
Communications, the explosion of 
interiet usage. increased choices of 
software availability via 
Application Software Providers 
since the case was launched, and 
other technological and commer- 
cial developments. The real world 
is making the suit against Microsoft 
unnecessary, and unwarranted. But 
it is costly and potentially damag- 
ing to consumer choice. 

Press leaks and revelations about 
the case also raise serious ethical 
questions about both the conduct of 
the case and the motives for bring- 
ing it in the first place. With the 
information that the 
Department proposes to break up’ 
Microsoft's popular computer oper- 
ating systems division, there is the 
feeling of a vendetta here. 

An Alexis de Tocqueville 
Institution study to be published 
this spring is finding that a large 
number of major soft dollar donors 
to the Democratic Party over the 
last three election cycles are now 
plaintiffs, witnesses, or beneficia- 
ries in U.S. anti-trust cases. 

A much more urgent need than 
pursuing any further political lever- 
age operations on behalf of other 
large companies is to take a sober 
look at U.S. anti-trust policy -- a 
review of both the way cases are 
managed and how they are selected 
for action. 

Such a review and reform would 
be the best way to advance real 
anti-trust protection, by bringing it 
into the 21st Century and focusing 
the Justice Department’s cases on 
consumers, rather than campaign 
donors,

Alfred Hitchcock directed the 
1959 thriller, voted #18 of the top 
250. The film was nominated for 
the Academy Awards, USA in 1960. 
the Edgar Allan Poe Awards in 
1960, the National Film 
Preservation Board. USA in 1995. 
and the San Sebastian International 
Film Festival in 1959. 

As Master of Suspense. 
Hitchcock presents a 3.000-mile 
chase across America, as an adver- 
tising executive is mistaken for a 
spy and pursued across the country 
while he looks for a way to survive.
